tiona) church in India has been 
in 
creasing gradually since 1912, when 
a representative 
gathering 
of

Anglican denomination

pressed a desire that the church 
in 
India 
should 
haVe 
full 
synodical 
governm ent. 
The present 
proposed 
measure, which would free the Indian 
church from the control 
of Canter­ 
bury, is advocated by the bishop* in 
India, and by the clergy 
generally 
but is m eeting with intense opposi 
tion from many of the 7nglish laity 
Those opposed to the measure hold 
that the English 
form s of W’orship 
and the English prayer book, are es 
sential to the w elfare of the church 
and fear that an Indian church, under 
Indian control, 
would 
break 
aw ay 
from the English traditions, in 
re 
spect to 
both 
doctrine 
and ritual 
Britsh residents in India, it is furth­ 
er contended, would be unable to find 
a national 
Indian 
church congenial 
to their interests. 
The Bishop of Calcutta

The Deadly Spiral 
"The total Income of the United 
States la now In excess of fifty bil­ 
lions of dollars.

If used aa a 
basis for new issues on the Edison 
plan, could at once greatly Incraaaa 
the volume of money In circulation.
